House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee Democrats refused today to 
hear testimony on a Republican- 
proposed substitute for the Ad- 
ministration’s four-billion-dollar 
excess profits tax plan. 

By vote of 15 to 10—the party 
division on the committee — the 
group rejected a motion by Repre- 
sentative Reed of New York that 
business men witnesses be allowed 
to give their views on alternative 
proposals.

Another Proposal Defeated. 

The committee also beat down, 
15 to 10, another proposal by 
Reed to hold the committee ses- 
sions open to permit additional 
testimony from federal and other 
tax experts.

The Administration proposes a 
75 per cent tax on profits de-| 
temined to be excessive when 
compared with 1946-1949 earnings.

Within that limitation, business 
spokesmen opposing an excess 
profits tax have confined their 
testimony to suggestions on how 
such a tax should be framed if 
there must be one.

The N. A. M. is opposing excess 
profits taxation on the grounds 
it is unworkable, inflationary and 
unfair. The association favors fix- 
ing the standard corporation in- 
come tax rate at 38 per cent—18 
per cent normal and 20 per cent 
surtax—and adding to that tax 
liability an emergency defense 
tax of 20 to 30 per cent. 

Sligh said the N.A.M. plan 
would “produce fully as much 
revenue” as would the Adminis- 
tration plan and would be more 
workable.

They were particularly fright- 
ened by air attacks, the headquar- 
ters official stated.

His statement was the first 
comprehensive report on the ques- 
tioning of the Chinese captured 
in Korea. 

He traced the history of Red 
China’s Thirty-eighth Army, of 
which the prisoners were mem-

third of its forces were smashed 
ina three-day action on «the 
northwest Chongehon river front. 

This army was originally sta- 
tioned at the former Manchurian 
capital of Changchun. It entrained 
early in October for Mukden in 
South Manchuria. There the 
Thirty-eighth Army presumably 
was told it was going into action 
against American troops in North 
Korea. 

The men were warned against 
speaking the Chinese language in 
public after reaching Korea and 
were forbidden to associate with 
Koreans, Gen, MacArthur's 
spokesman related.

Reds Suffer Defeat. 

The states of Hesse and Wuert- 
temberg-Baden, which voted yes- 
terday for new state parliaments, 
also decisively rejected Moscow's 
policies in Germany. With not a 
single Communist elected, the 
Reds suffered their worst drub- 
bing since the war. The Reds 
had won 10 parliamentary seats 
in each state four years ago. 

Socialist leaders immediately 
hailed the results as a victory for 
their stand against West German 
rearmament. Political observers, 
however, felt that the election 
results also partly reflected pop- 
ular resentment against Adenauer 
for rising prices and the acute 
coal shortage, 

In Hesse the Socialists won a 
clear majority—47 of 80 seats—in 
Parliament. The Christian Demo- 
crats gained 12 and the Free 
Democrats combined with the 
Refugee party won 21, 

Adenauer’s Party Slips. 

In Wuerttemberg-Baden, Ade- 
nauer’s Christian Democrats lost 
their parliamentary edge to the 
Socialists. The latter took 35 of 
the 100 seats, the Christian Demo- 
crats got 31, the People’s party 
21 and the Refugees 13. 

The vote in the two states 
was the lightest in any postwar 
election. nly 57.1 per cent of 
2,565,071 eligible voters cast bal- 
lots in Wuerttemberg-Baden, and 
64.9 per cent of the 2,981,971 elig- 
ibles in Hesse. More than 70 per 
cent had voted in previous elec- 
tions. 

“This small turn-out of voters” 
was cited by Adenauer in a post- 
election statement as evidence 
that “the voters did not intend to 
take a stand toward the vital de- 
fense question.” Because of that, 
said Adenauer, he did not inter- 
pret the elections as an expres- 
sion of public sentiment on re- 
armament nor did he consider the 
results indicated the German 
people favored new federal elec- 
tions on that question.

CHICAGO, Nev. 20 (AP)—A 

revamping of America’s 
mobilization setup—with a louge 
voice for laber—was demafded 
today by the CIO. . ] 

The demand came from Presi- 
dent Philip Murray as the Con- 
gress of Industrial Organizations 
opened its twelfth national con- 
vention in the Palmer House. He 
made it in his report to the 600 
delegates representing some 
6,000,000 CIO members. 

Murray concentrated so much 
of his 72-page report on the mo- 
bilization program that he made 


it obvious he considers it labor's 
most urgent item of business. 


He said the Federal Defense 
Production Act, which sets up the 
program, “Fails in its purpose as 
an anti-inflationary weapeon” and 
will “serve only to weaken the 
mobilization effort.” 

This is so, he said, because the 
law was “hobbled with special in- 
terest amendments and loopholes 
that make effective price control 
a practical impossibility.” 

The CIO, said Murray, “has no 
intention of permitting rapacious 
special interest groups to profi- 
teer on our national emergancy, 
or to shift the burden of its cost 
onto the backs of the millions of 
persons in the lower income 
groups.” 
Murray criticised virtually 
every phase of the Defense Pro- 
duction Act. He said price con- 
trol provisions were inadequate, 
wage controls, could be invoked 
“without regard for economic 
reality” and credit controls put 
the “squeeze” on the low income 
groups. , 

Murray said Congress “ignored” 
rent control and an excess profits 
tax and hit hardest at low income 
groups. He also criticized the 
housing law. 

The emphasis on mobilization 
economics left room for only pass- 
ing mention of such things as 
Communism in the ranks — the 
hottest issue at last years con- 
vention. 

Murray said Republican candi- 
dates in the recent election con- 
ducted “the most diabolical cam- 
paign of miSrepresentation in 
history. He said he could not 
accept the outcome as a repudi- 
ation of CIO policies or as a 
repudiation of President Truman. 
“We are not going to give up 
the fight,” he said. “The people 
were misled by the lies, misrepre- 
sentations and distortions of po- 
litical pro But I have 
confidence the people of 
America. I am co nt that in 
1952 the voters w repudiate 
this gang of demagogues.” 

_ He pledged that the CIO would 
continue its fight for repeal of 
the Taft-Hartley Act. 

The most deceitful Republican 
statement, he said, was the charge 
thaf the Administration coddled 
Communists. He said Republicans 
raised this issue to duck discus- 
sion of housing, social security, an 
adequate farm program, repeal of 
the Taft-Hartley Act and other 
vital issues.

NEW YORK, Nov. 20 (AP)— 
Last-minute network concessions 
yesterday avoided what would 
have been the first coast-to-coast 
strike in the television industry.

DENVER, Nov. 20 (AP)— “It 
isn’t a ride recommended for 
tourists.” 

That is the way Jerry Tobin 
summed up his harrowing job of 
herding 1112 tons of runaway bus 
down the steep grades of Mon- 
arch Pass at a speed of more than 
110 miles an hour. 

The bus was loaded with 33 
players and coaches of the West- 
ern State College football team, 
en route to a game Saturday 
night at Qgnon City against 
Adams State. 

A thousand feet below the crest 
of the -11,312-foot pass, the air 
brakes failed, and the bus roared 
unchecked down the steep, curv- 
ing mountain grades. 

As the bus picked up speed, 
the gearshift kicked out of second 
into neutral. Coach Joe Thomas 
tried to put it back in—and the 
gear shift lever broke off at the 
floor. 

“I pulled on the emergency 
hand brake,” Tobin said. “But 
that was like trying to stop it 
with a toothpick. It didn’t do a 
thing.” 

Tobin had the football team 
shift from side to side to counter- 


balance the swaying of the bus 
on turns. 

“Every curve,” he said, “the bus 
was swaying so much the fenders 
were rubbing the tires. That 
scared me; I. was afraid they'd 
cut through them. 

“Only. other thing that really 
worried me was a railroad cross- 
ing below Garfield that usually 
is blocked on Saturdays by ore 
trains. It was clear when we 
reached it. We were doing 110 
when we crossed it. 

“Right beyond that track we 
got the worst scare. On that curve 
to the right, there was a car in 
front of me and another coming 
toward me. I guess I prayed then. 
I swung in on the left of the car 
in front of me and went between 
him and the one that was coming 
toward me. That one went off the 
shoulder, thank God. 

After that, said the 44-year-old 
Tobin, he knew he could make it. 
Fortunately, the road was dry. 
He managed to bring the bus to 
a halt in Salida.

The plight of the housewife, try- 
ing to stretch her budget almost 
twice as far as was necessary 10 
year ago, was discussed by a panel 
of finance, labor, and social re- 
lations experts yesterday at a 
buyers’ and consumers’ institute 
sponsored by the Social Action 
Committee of the Archdiocesan 
Council of Catholic Women. 

About 400 women attending the 
institute at Rosati-Kain High 
School, 4389 Lindell boulevard, 
heard suggestions on getting the 
most for their household dollar 
by buying goods recommended by 
consumers guides; by studying 
new recipes and menus to utilize 
more inexpensive foods; and by 
resisting . day-to-day price fluctu- 
ations in individual items by buy- 
ers strikes. 
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Then whata change took place! Even the women 
went into the fields willingly, taking their chil- 
dren along with them. All — men, women and 
children — planted as ‘much corn as they felt 


' they could possibly work.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The importance of propaganda in any 
war, hot or cold, cannot be overempha- 
sized. The present world-wide conflict 
between the forces of democracy and 
those of totalitarianism is a war of 
ideas as well as explosives, and its ob- 
jective is to convince the underprivi- 
leged of the earth that they should em- 
brace either democracy or Communism. 
Guns can halt the physical advance of 
Communist-led soldiers—they can never 
halt the march of an idea, however 
erroneous. 

We have been slow and reluctant to 
accopt propaZanda as a respectable and 
indispensable weapen. Even today we 
syend levs in this field each yeer then 
c°os Cenerel Motors fer its public 
rolations. The result? Up to now we 
have been Icsing the war of words. We 
have becn placed, and kept, almost con- 
tinuously on the defensive. 

Our selling campaicn for the demo- 
cratic concept has largely failed to 
reach its audience, partly for lack of 
funds, partly for lack of a grand strat- 
egy and the expert personnel to imple- 
ment it. With all respect for their 
earnestness, those charged with operat- 
ing our. propaganda machine have not 
displayed a sufficient comprehension 
of the European and Asian mentalities. 
There is reason to belieye. that much of 
our barrage of words goes far over the 
heads of the depressed masses and 
bounces off the hard skulls of their 
macters. 

We’ are the world’s acknowledged 
lecCors at selling gedscts, but we are 
I-“~ord in selling cemocracy. What is 
s*ocifically indiceted is a new govern- 
mnt department or other azency of 
ca,inet stature, responsible directly to 
the President, and closely co-ordinating 
its activities with the State Department. 
' Its purpose should be to conduct an 
effective and amply financed world- 
wide propaganda campaign. It should 
be the sole governmental agency in this 
field. It should have teams of genuine 
experts and native talent in the sensi- 
tive political centers of the world, shock 
troops who are familiar with the ene- 
my’s spiritual terrain and his methods 
of warfare, and who know what words 
will be most effective in winning away 
his support among the underprivileged. 

It should be represented by a full- 
time attache in every American legation 
and. embassy. It should be headed by 
a man of unquestioned intellectual in- 
tegrity and supreme intellectual capac- 
ity in the field of public relations, 
supported by the best staff obtainable, 
without recourse to stuffed shirts or 
journalistic lame ducks.

Voters of the states ‘of Hesse and Wuerttem- 
berg-Baden in the American zone of Germany 
have given an urgent warning to the North 
Atlantic Council deputies who are trying to 
resolve the deadlock over the use of German 
troops for the defense of Western Europe. 

By voting to continue Social Democratic con- 
trol of Hesse, and by turning over the-govern- 
ment of Wuerttemberg-Baden to the Social 
Democrats, Germans announced in effect they 
do not want a German army unless there are 
controls which assure that it could not do what 
it would with the peace of Europe. . 

The voters also announced that the price of 
their participation in the common defense is 
going to be full equality of status for Germany 
in all fields, with irrevocable commitments from 
France, Britain and the United States to back 
up a free Germany. . 

These electoral results are especially signifi- 
cant because they were the first elections held 


‘since German rearmament became a burning 


issue, and because they reverse a previous trend 
toward the conservative Christian Democratic 
party of Chancellor Konrad Adenauer. 

Such other issues as high prices resulting 
from a relatively uncontrolled economy no doubt 
were a factor. Some of the votes probably were 
protests against any, form of rearmament, cast 
by people who have far more concrete reason 
to fear and hate war than do many other 
Westerners. But those voters could have syp- 
ported the Communists, or Lutheran or ultra- 
conservative objectors to remilitarization. 

Instead, they supported Social Democratic 


leader Kurt Schumacher’s general thesis that — 


West Germany will and should join the West, 
if, and only if, Germans can be sure that. the 
fate of all the peoples of the West is inextri- 
cably bound up with theirs as equal partners. 

Of the possible methods of giving West Ger- 
many equal status—restoration of full sover- 
eignty in a group of independent nations, .or 
merging under a limited parliament in a limited 
federation, as is envisaged by the Schuman 
plan—the voters chose the second. Further- 
more, the course of unification, Germans think, 
is the best way of making sure that their part- 
ners in the West cannot back out and leave 
Germany defenseless if a showdown comes. 

The importance of this expression of German 
opinion should not be lost on the Western 
leaders now debating German rearmament. 
Germans agree that German troops are needed, 
but effective safeguards against the misuse of 
such troops are equally necessary. 

West Germans, like other Europeans, are 
fully aware that a West German army without 
effective control from the oter allies not only 
could march west, but also might take it into its 
head to try uniting the divided fatherland by 
force. This possibility is no chimera. For the 
refugees, who probably would constitute a major 
part of any future German army, that is the 
most important goal in life. 

And particularly did the German voters show 
their fear that the British and American pro- 
posals for the rearmament of West Germany, 
which has been supported in general by Chan- 
cellor Adenauer, does not providé enough safe- 
guards against a renascent Wehrmacht. 

The French plan, on the other hand, does. 
For it would make an essential condition to the 
arming of any German troops agreement to the 
Schuman plan for the Rooling of coal and steel. 
Other points of the French proposal may not be 
quite as netessary. But if the Schuman plan 
were adopted, then the industrial power modern 
armies need to fight would be under the firm 
control of all the West. 
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Paving for the County’s Rain 

Out on the great plains, South Dakota blames 
its summer weather on the hot winds from 
Nebraska, and Nebraska passes the buck to the 
hot winds from Kansas. St. Louis now proposes 
to levy a charge upon county towns for the 
county’s heavy rains. 

It does rain hard out in the county, some- 
times. If the rain falls on rolling hills and 
forested glens, a good deal of it stays right 
there. If it falls in a town or a newly carved 
subdivision, the ultimate destination for much 
of it is the sewers, which empty into the St. 
Louis sewer system. 

Because the city believes that the county 
towns are not paying their fair share of sewer 
costs, President Frank A, McDevitt of the Board 
of Public Service proposes that connection 
charges be based in part on rainwater runoff. 

He is entirely right both in seeking to collect 
more money from the county and in under- 
taking to méasure the charge by runoff water 
-—which certainly does put a strain on the sewer 
system. For the immediate, practical problem 
of fairly sharing the cost of sewers, immediate 
and practical solutions must be sought. 

But it remains true that the rain rains im- 
partially on city and suburb alike, and getting 
rid of the surplus is a common problem. Would 
it not make sense in the long run for the whole 
metropolitan aréa to have a single sewer sys- 
tem, operated by a single governmental agency 
responsible to all the constituent communities? 
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Psychology of Inflation 

Chester C. Davis, president of the Federal Re- 
serve Bank of St. Louis, has stated the case 
against price and wage controls as effectively 
as it can be stated. His viewpoint is widely 
shared by business men and some economists, 
but we believe it relies on an overly mechanistic 
view of inflation, which fails to take adequate 
account of the psychological factors involved. 

As: Mr. Davis told the National Industrial 
Conference Board in Chicago, the fundamental 
cause of inflation is an increased flow of pur- 
chasing power which outruns the flow of ci- 
vilian goods and services. He and others of his 
persuasion favor attacking the basic cause by 
monetary and other policies which reduce the 
disproportion between consumer demand and 
the things available for consumer spending.

But the national committees tell only part of 
the story. There are other expenditures in 
every state, and expenditures by numerous spe- 
cial groups. The CIO and AFL political com- 
mittees between them spent close to a million 
this year. Medical groups also were active. 

The Hatch Act places a limit of three million 
dollars on spending by any political committee, 
but this is meaningless because you can always 
form a new committee. Similarly a candidate 
for the Senate is legally limited to éxpenditures 
of $25,000, but the cost of printing and many 
other major campaign expenditures is exempt 
from the limitation. 

The country needs a complete, realistic sur- 
vey of campaigning as it is today, how much 
is spent in the aggregate, where the money 
comes from, just what it is spent for in detail. 
On the basis of these facts reasonable controls 
need to be set up. For unlimited campaign 
spending can become a threat to democracy.

Where there’s Life, there’s Hope with a 
$2,010,000 libel suit. We confess to being con- 
siderably baffled by Bob Hope’s libel suit 
against Life and John Crosby, the radio critic. 
Mr. Hope says a Crosby article in Life implied 
that he stole Fred Allen’s jokes. We had been 
supposing all along that the jokes used by Mr. 
Hope and Mr. Allen as well were in the public 
domain, and had been in it before Mr. Allen, or 
Mr. Hope, or radio for that matter, was born. 
This is now alleged not to be so. It seems to 
us that any attempt to prove this allegation is 
going to be perfectly fascinating. 

What baffles us even more, however, is the 
further allegation that the Crosby article in Life 
has caused people to “shun and avoid” Hope. 
We have tried hard to imagine it, and it can't 
be imagined. Bob Hope is not a man anyone 
would conceivably want to avoid; and even if he 
were, he is not the kind of person for it.

I was with a student whose skin was a 
little darker than mine. He was.a Negro. 
The trip he and I made through the 
ee and Olive district. was a revelation 
or me. 


When we stepped off the university 
campus we stepped into a world I had 
never seen before. We hadn’t explored it 
very far before I felt ashamed to be a 
white man. 

The first place we went into astonished 
us. We were served without difficulty. It 
wasn't a very nice place—we were com- 
promising. , ! 

There were looks, of course. Not from 
everyone, but from a few. 


The highest-class place we tried was like 
the first. Service, surprised looks, but no 
indignation. 


Then, “We don't serve Negroes in here,” 
said the cashier at the next place. 

“Why not?” 
- “We just don’t.” 


“You serve students of St. Louis U., 
don’t you?” 


“This isn't part of St. Louis U." 


As in all the closed places, the spokes- 
man spoke so softly we could hardly hear 
him. All the proprietors who refused us 
service were furtive, backroomish about it, 
like little men who knew they were doing 
something so evidently unjust their only 
hope lay in keeping it hushed’ up. 

In another place the waitresses “didn't 
notice” us — though a couple nearly 
pranced holes in the floor trying to regis- 
ter righteous indignation at being expected 
to wait on someone so obviously beneath 
their social standing. 


The manager made no bones when we 
went up to face him. “We won't serve 
you,” he grittéd. “We're entitled to refuse 
to serve anyone we pleste, and we refuse 
you. And we don’t have to give any rea- 
son,” 

“Can I tell you something without of- 
fending you,” the man in the last place 
was whispering. “I guess it really isn't 
very fair but we've got an investment to 
protect here.”

I remember, as a young Army recruit of 
three months, riding a hard, soot-filled 
troop train for about eight hours without 
food, to find upon arrival at a large South- 
ern city’s train station that I was to be 
handed food (cold-cut sandwiches) from a 
kitchen window while German prisoners- 
of-war, under armed guard, were led ‘nto 
the spacious dining hall and fed. 

I am not too ashamed to admit that 
a tear or two crept into my eyes at that 
moment, 

I am glad to that the local leaders 
of the Catholie Church (of which I am 
blessed to be a mart) and St. Louis Uni- 
versity (of which I afi proud to be a grad- 
uate—Arts, June "48—and a student—Law 
school senior) have taken an ve 
and influential lead in the active t 
against racial discrimination in the local

St. Louis University stands as an oasis

America begin to export “our 
ideals of democracy,” as well as | 
industrial products that changed 
the living habits of almost every 
country in Europe.

Give Child Tools 


By Angelo Patri 


HILDREN love to do things with their hands. They long 
C to make the things they see grown people making. So we 

give them tools and material and appoint a teacher to teach 
them. But the boards who start out so benignly to give chil- 
dren this work for which they hunger feel that knowledge must 
go with work. So they prescribe a course that stresses knowl- 
edge of materials—where the wood grows, how it is cut, stored, 
seasoned. 

The teacher tells the pupils about all this and they duti- 
fully write it in notebooks, all the time wondering when they 
are going to be allowed to make the boat, the plane, the wagon 
on which they have set their hearts. Soon they decide this is 
just another of the impositions grown people put on them. 
They resign themselves to the dreary round of words, notes, 
recitations and marks. No work, no joy, no nothing. 


* * 

THAT DOES NOBODY any good. These boys and girls 
want work. They want to use the wood, the clay, the cloth— 
to make something they see in their mind’s eye. They want to 
create. Let them. go to it. Let them start on the job they 
select. 

“But they'll get it all wrong. They won’t measure; they’l. 
select the wrong tool, the wrong material—” , 

So they will. So they will learn. Children do not learn by 
what the teacher knows and can do. Only by what they do, 
what their own hands feel, their own eyes see, their own minds 
conceive, do they learn, grow and develop power. 

Nobody should expect a perfect job at a child’s hands. It 
will be crooked. The pieces will not meet accurately. The 
stitches will be uneven. It is only by doing, making mistakes 
when that is inevitable and correcting them under the teacher’s 
leadership, that children can learn techniques.

Zenith Corp. President Acted When He Received 
Complaints From Wives, Chased Out the Bookies as 
‘Good Business for Firm—Union Approves Action

FEW weeks ago at the 
A sprawling plant of the Zenith 
Radio Corp. in the north- 
western outskirts of Chicago, a 
production worker was called to 
the telephone.

“Daddy, we've got to have some 
money,” she said tearfully, ‘we 
haven't got any food in the 
house!” 

“Well, how much money’ve you 
got?” the man asked. 

“Twenty-five cents.” 

“O.K., go out and get some 
bread,” the man. barked and 
slammed the receiver down.

FEW minutes later the same 
A worker made a $6 bet on a 

horse. He placed the wager, as 
usual, with a bookmaker’s agent 
who was a fellow-employe at Zen- 
ith and plied his illegal sideline 
on company time. 

On-the-job gambling is a na- 
tion-wide racket. It flourishes to- 
day in many factories just as it 
did at Zenith for a good many 
years. But Zenith did something 
about it. Discreetly but effective- 
ly, the company stamped out gam- 
bling during working hours sim- 
ply because its officers thought 
that it would be good business. 

“We're not reformers,” a Zen- 
ith spokesman says, “‘we’re not 
trying to lead a big crusade. We 
just thought gambling had no 
business in our plants.” 

Here is how it was done: 

Last April E. F. McDonald Jr., 
president of the company, got a 
remarkable letter. It was signed 
by a “Committee of Wives to Stop 
Plant Gambling” and this is what 
it said: 

“You are guilty of tolerating a 
condition whereby employes are 
swindled out of their earnings, up- 
setting their jobs and families, 
jeopardizing security, and contrib- 
uting to a hoodlum element. 

“The bookies and bookmakers 
are using plants throughout the 
city for their personal gains. 
Newsstands in front of and in 
factories are harboring a com- 
plete bookie system, with assis- 
tance by plant guards, use of 
telephones and agents inside. 

“Zenith Radio plant supports 
six separate bookies,” the letter 
charged. “Scratch sheets and 
racing news circulates through 
the plant. Employes spend, at 
Zenith, an estimated 1000 hours 
daily doping horse sheets, making 
bets, phone calls, etc., at a cost 
to Zenith of $10,000 weekly.

NCREASINGLY widcspread

“We get continual complaints 
from wives who report that’ 
their husbands come home 
broke virtually every week,” he 
reports. “Gambling on the job 
in effect reduces take-home 
pay. Every labor union ought 
to worry about that and crack 
down as Walter Reuther did in 
the automobile industry. Man- 
agement should be concerned 
about the decrease in working 
efficiency among employes. 

“The clean-up at the Zenith 
Radio Corp. shows what can be 
done when labor and manage- 
ment pull together to stamp 
out this traffic. With more and 
more factories getting Govern- 
ment orders it’s especially im- 
portant that Zenith’s example 
be followed elsewhere—now.”

“As a,committee organized to 
stop plant gambling we are asking 
your co-operation to eradicate 
this condition and offer a simple 
solution. We would like Zenith 
management to inform all em- 
ployes that any form of gambling 
by an employe will subject them 
to immediate dismissal, without 
exception. 


“We want no bookies to reor- 
ganize after we kill the present 
set-up. 

“We want no scratch sheets or 
turf editions sold in or nearby 
the plant. We want newsboys to 
sell papers, not booking agents. 
Anyone using a phone or gam- 
bling should be ousted from ac- 
cess to the plant, or fired, if an 
employe. Guards should be on 
the alert for agents or transac- 
tions.

HE identity of the well-in- 
T formed wives who penned this 

letter remains a mystery. Zen- 
ith management won't disclose 
their names. Police and union of- 
ficers say they never knew them. 
Whoever they were, they got quick 
action. 

As soon as the letter hit. his 
desk, McDonald, a go-getting ex- 
ecutive who was a Navy com- 
mander in World War I, called in 
some of his associates and asked: 
“Is this true?” He was told that 
it could be. Immediately three 
private detectives were hired who 
entered the plant as inspectors 
with orders to smash the gam- 
bling organization. 

It was a large order and it took 
six months to follow through on 
it. There are 5097 employes at 
Zenith’s two Chicago factories. 
About 4000 are engaged in the 
production of radios, television 
sets, hearing aids, and some parts 
for all of these appliances. An- 
other 1000 work in offices. About 
70 per cent of the production 
workers are women. 

Betting on horses and numbers 
seemed to be popular in many 
departments. In one office the 
girls would work over scratch 
sheets during their lunch hour 
and each chip in 50 cents or a 
dollar into a pool which was then 
“invested” on the day’s hottest 
tip. A number of factory opera- 
tions were found to have lost con- 
siderable efficiency because em- 
ployes studied racing forms and 
paused to make up their minds 
which race would provide the best 
chance for a quick killing. 

Zenith officers won’t say how 
many employes were habitual 
agents of bookmakers and they 
won't disclose the nature of their 
jobs. They point out, however, 
that any large plant has numer- 
ous employes whose routine duties 
bring them in contact with many 
or all departments. Window wash- 
ers, inspectors, union stewards, 
mail and messenger men, and 
workers engaged in maintenance 
and testing operations fall in this 
category. 

The situation at Zenith was 
complicated by management’s len- 
ient policy on the accessibility of 
outside telephone lines. Many of 
the company’s women employes 
are married and have children. It 
was felt that their contact with 
home should not be limited and 
their calls were never checked. 
This policy made it easy for 
bookmaking agents to telephone 
in the bets they collected on their 


rounds. 


Zenith’s most important union, 
the Independent Radionics Work- 
ers of America, was wholeheart- 
edly in favor of management's 
crackdown on gambling.

or 10,000 employes, it’s not a 
healthy condition for a handful to 
be corrupted by outside influence 
and make it easy for those of us 
who are weak,” Eugene Raetz, the 
union’s president, told me.

On the afternoon of Oct. 12, 
Zenith was ready to close the 
trap. At 3:30 p.m. George Tuttle, 
a guard working with police and 
company officers, walked up to 
the newsstand operated in front 
of the employe entrance by one 
Daniel De Leonardis and placed 
a $2 bet. A moment later three 
detectives from the Police Com- 
missioner’s special staff arrested 
him and said they found race 
betting slips and notations in his 
pockets. 

Effective at the same time the 
company announced the dismissal 
of several employes who had con- 
fessed that they were acting as 


agents for bookmakers. They had 
been collecting a 10 per cent com- 
mission on their transactions and 
at least one man had run his own 
“bank,” paying off immediately 
when race results became known.

HE names of Zenith em- 
T ployes who were fired were 

not announced and none 
was. arrested. Union sources 
say that three men were 
discharged. They believe that 
more had been taking bets 
but that it had not been possible 
to nail down evidence on their 
activities. There were many em- 
ployes who admitted that they had 
participated in gambling, but they 
were not fired. 
However, the company issued a 
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stern warning that the placing of 
any bets on horses and numbers, 
or gambling of any other kind on 
company premises, was now cause 
for dismissal. President McDon- 
ald explained that Zenith had no 
thought of interfering with the 


personal life of anyone on his’ 


force but that the invasion of in- 
dustry by professional gamblers 
was obviously bad for business, 
the public and the employes 
themselves. 

What about gambling in the 
plant today? 

“It’s just about extinct during 
working hours,” says Union Pres- 
ident Raetz, himself a Zenith em- 
ploye. “Of course we've got no 
control over what anybody does 
in a tavern during his lunch 
hour.” 

De Leonardis did not go back 
into business, either. His stand 
was removed and replaced by a 
large one built by the company 
and operated by Harold Coving- 
ton, a blind Navy veteran of 
World War II who was suggested 
for the job by the Veterans Ad- 
ministration. 

Nobody seems to be disturbed 
by the shutdown of betting at 
Zenith except perhaps the com- 
pany distributors and other busi- 
ness men who call up friends at 
the plant, break out in a roar of 
laughter and ask for the inside 
track in the fifth at Sportman’s. 
They’re politely but firmly in- 
formed that they’ve missed the

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It was not North’s final push 
to the slam which was costly 
here, for the fact was that South 
had already put the partnership 
overboard” when he bid up to 
five diamonds. Thus, North’s 
slam bid cost only 100 points, 
whereas South’s bad bidding had 
cost the vulnerable game! 

The outstanding and fatal error 
of bidding was South’s rebid of 
four clubs over North’s three dia- 
monds. In the post-mortem, South 
argued that he had held a full 
honor-trick over a minimum bid, 
and that this had given him the 
right to bid four clubs. What 
South overlooked, however, was 
that his distribution could not 
have been worse! Experts follow 
a very sound principle in this 
respect: They mentally deduct at 
least one-half honor-trick from 
their holding when faced with 
this utterly barren 4-3-3-3 hand 
pattern! Thus, instead of re- 
garding South’s hand as “strong,” 
an expert would consider it al- 
most a minimum, and so would 
not dream of going past the 
three-no-trump level voluntarily! 

When South, instead of proper- 
ly bidding three no-trump over 
three diamonds, carried the auc- 
tion to the four-level, North could 
not be blamed for visualizing 
more winners in the South hand 
—and in any case, the damage 
had already been done, since 
North-South were now committed 
to at least five diamonds.
